Washington, March 2—(AP)— 


President 
Truman's 
emergency 


home-building 
program 
bogged 


down deeper than ever today on 
Capitol Hill, despite the warning 
of housing expediter Wilson W. 
Wyatt that each day's delay is 
costing the nation 3,000 new living 
units. 


The house, which originally was 


scheduled to vote on the legisla- 
tion Wednesday, was in recess un- 
til Monday and it was evident that 
administration leaders needed the 
week end breather for a new effort 
to muster badly-needed support for 
the bill Truman wants. 


Indeed, there were strong in- 


dications the White House might 
have to recast completely its hous- 
ing proposals, for the dominant 
house opposition gave scant heed 
yesterday to Truman's special plea 
that aproval be given to provisions 
he considered vita!. 


In an urgent letter to speaker 


Rayburn (D-Tex) Truman asked 
specifically for congressional ap- 
proval of provisions for price ceil- 
ings on all biases and authority 
Co use. $<500,(K*.t.eo fci Biddies 
to break the bottleneck in con- 
struction materials. 


But the letter arrived yesterday 


a few minutes after the house 
voted 154 to 68 to kill the part 
of the bill putting price ceilings 
on existing dwellings. 


Fight Delaying Action 


Then, fighting a delaying action, 


administration 
leaders 
brought 


about adjournment of the house 
until Monday before a vote could 
be reached on the subsidy issue. 


Republicans and some southern 


Democrats joined in opposition to 
the administration proposals, and 
even after the president's letter 
arrived the trend appeared to be 
running strong toward nassage of 
a Republican substitute for the ad- 
ministration bill. 


The substitute, authorized by 


Rep. Wolcott (R-Mich). omits any 
reference to price ceilings 
on 


homes or to use of subsidies to 
bring about larger production of 
building materials, described by 
Truman as the heart of his pro- 
gram. 


Wyatt Claim Disputed 


Wolcott's bill provides for the 


continuation of government au- 
thority to use allocations and pri- 
orities for channeling scarce build- 


materials 
into moderately

It was learned today that three 


of the four members of the joint 
chiefs of staff will attend the ex- 
periments at Bikini atoll, with the 
idea of making a first-hand esti- 
mate of the A-bomb's effect on 
existing armament and strategy 


Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, army 


chief of staff, has announced he 
would observe the tests. Aides of 
Adm. Chester Nimitz, chief of 
naval operations, 
said he was 


planning to attend and the same 
report came from Gen. Carl Spaatz 
commander of the army air forces. 


Leahy Won't Go 


However, at the White House 


it was said that Adm. William D. 
Leahy, presidential military-na- 
val adviser and fourth member of 
the joint chiefs of staff, probably 
would not go to Bikini. Officials 
said they knew of no plans for 
President Truman to make the 
long trip to the central Pacific.

In protesting the attacks on 


American planes, the Navy used 
very strong language It termed 
one incident a "hostile act" and 
called the other "unjustifiable". 


The Navy's protest coincided 


with a btate department 'declara- 
tion that Russia had no right under 
any allied agreement to strip in- 
dustrial equipment from the for- 
mer Japanese puppet state of Man. 
churia. 


The attacks on American planes 


both were reported to have taken 
place in -he Port Arthur-Darren

What is planned is for the first 


bomb to sink some—probably not 
many or perhaps not any ships— 
but to produce vary degrees of 
damage and to make it possible 
to estimate by instruments and 
live animals what would have hap- 
pened to personnel aboard. 


The second blast is expected to 


be much more severe, probably 
creating a tidal wave and high 
winds, both of which could produce 
extensive damage in addition to 
the blast, heat and 
radioactive 


products of the explosion.

Britain and Eggs 
Pet Aversions of 


Educated Indian 


By HAL BOYLE 


Bombay—(AP)—Krishvanu is a 


young Indian who has given up 
hope of ever swallowing western 
culture—all because of eggs. 


He is a highly intelligent young 


man, 
vastly serious and eager to 


know and assimilate the best that 
America and Europe can offer. 


He is a typical young Indian in- 


tellectual. 
He is very proud of 


the fact that he can speak six 
languages. He wears western-cut 
clothes and likes American movies, 
although he doesn't believe they 
art serious enough. 


There are two things in life 


that Krishvanu 
cannot tolerate. 


One is 
Great 
Britain—and the 


other is eggs. 


His hatred of all things British 


is the ruling passion of his life. 
Like most Indians of his class he 
thinks that all thinps evil in the 
world originate in London. If the 
British empire in its long history 
ever accomplished one good deed, 
Krishvanu has nevef been inform- 
ed of it officially. He sees the 
British rule ol India as one con- 
tinuous black record of brutality, 
extortion and degradation for his 
people. 


Yet Krishvanu dresses as much 


as possible as if he had just step- 
ped out of Saville Row, and he 
loves to speak the English lan- 
guage. 
He likes to drink like the 


English, too, and he would also 
love to eat like "the bloody Eng- 
lish"—if it weren't for th6se hor- 
rible things called eggs. 


Unhappy Orthodox 


For all of his advanced views 


on life and his yearnings to be 
free of the Shibboleths that have 
chained his people for centuries. 
Krishnavu is an unhappy ortho- 
dox at heart. 
He is a Brahmin, 


highest caste in the Hindu relig- 
ious hierarchy. 


The Brahmins 
are 
forbidden 


liquor and meat. 


But Krishnavu decided he must 


abandon all of these old standards, 
as many educated Indians have 
done. He took to tasting wine and 
liquor and now he likes a Scotch 
highball as much as any Briton. 
He sampled pork and mutton— 
beef is verboten because the cow 
is sacred" to Hindus—but found 
the meat was not to his liking. 


Then he tried eggs—completely 


unconscious of their full horror. 


Eggs Bounce Back 


"My first one was fried", he 


said, "and when I cut it in half 
and the yolk ran out I thought 
I wtfuld faint. But I forced ify- 
self to sit there and eat it all. 
When I had finished I had to run 
from the table and throw it up". 


Fifteen times since then—Krish- 


navu keeps score on his egg-eat- 
ing efforts—he has forced down 
an egg and each time 
it 
has 


bounced right back. He juat can't 
keep a good egg down. 


"Well", I suggested, "why don't 


you try an egg beaten up in a 
chocolate milkshake? Then you 
couldn't see it, smell it. feel it or 
taste it?" 


"May be", said Krishnavu, and 


then he asked doubtfully, "would 
that be entirelv fair?"

The congressional investigating 


committee has completed its three- 
month inquiry into what happened 
at Pearl Harbor.

some 4,500,000 words of testimony, 
accumulated some 20 pounds of 
exhibits. The net result seems to 
be utter confusion. 


There will be a majority report 


that probably will clear the ad- 
ministration of all blame. There 
will be a minority report that 
probably will place much blame j 
in and near the White House.

Upon only one thing can an 


agreement be anticipated. Presum- 
ably both sides will concede that} 
somebody blundered. Without par- 
tisanship or prejudice, solely on the 
committee's 
record, an objective 


analyst might well paraphrase the 
well-known coroner's jury verdict 
and that "the American Navy was 
left to its death by a person or 
persons to us unknown." 


The inquiry has been a disap- 


pointment. 
That is not merely 


because it did not find a scoundrel 
or even an acceptable goat. So 
many made such human mistakes, 
apparently, that even ultimate his- 
tory may have trouble reaching 
categorical conclusions. 
What is 


hardest to forgive is the atmos- 
phere of cheap partisanship in 
which the committee functioned 
from beginning to end. 


To one who is at all familiar 


with political 
and 
propaganda 


methodologies, it was apparent 
throughout that each party had 
entered the inquiry with a bill of 
goods to be sold. Instead of seek- 
ing honestly to *find out how our 
fleet came to be surprised and 
almost annihilated, so that we 
might guard against any repeti- 
tion, each side spent its time try- 
ing to find or twist evidence to 
support its preconceptions. 


If anybody yet has produced a 


conclusion that may hope to stand 
the test of time, perhaps it was 
Lt. Col. George W. Bicknell, who 
was General Short's assistant chief 
of intelligence, who said:

1. If you have not registered for voting under the Permanent 


Registration act, be sure to do so at once at the office of the 
County Clerk in the court house in Dixon. 


2. All young men and women who have attained the age 


of 21 since Nov. 5, 1944, or who will reach the age of 21 on or 
before April 9, 1946, and have not registered must do so at once. 


3. All registered voters who have changed residence from 


one location to another within the same precinct or from one 
precinct or township to another within the county, must have 
registration transferred to new location by making application 
at the County Clerk's office in person. 


4. Registration cards cannot be transferred from one county 


to another. When a registered voter moves from one county 
to another, they must register anew in the county where they 
now reside. 


5. Any registered voter who changed his or her name by 


marriage or otherwise are required to register anew. 


6. All men or women who have been discharged from mili- 


tary or naval service must register unless they had registered 
prior to entering service or while in service.
